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State Constitutional Convention. 


TWENTY-FIFTH DAY. 


RALEILA, Oct. 4th. 

Convention met at 10 o’clock, Presi- 
dent Ransom in the chair. 

Prayer by Dr. Pritchard, of this 
city, 

Journal of Saturday read and ap- 
proved. 

Messrs. Bennett, Shepherd, Man- 
ning, Durham, Turner and Reid sub- 
mitted reports from different com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Cooper submitted a petition 
from a citizen of Cherokee county re- 
lating to the suppression of liquor 
traffic. Referred. 

Mr. Beyd arose to a question of 
personal privilege in regard to the 
Sentinel's report of his remarks Satur- 
day on the publie debt question. 
INTRODUCTION OF ORDINANCES AND 


RESOLUTIONS. 


By Mr. Badger, an ordinance in 
relation to the W. N. C. R. R.; pro- 
vides that nothing in the Constita- 
tion shall prohibit the Legislature 
from completing this road, the State 
now owning the same. Referred. 

By Mr. Holton, a resolution 
that the contestants from Robeson 
county, Messrs. Norment and Me— 
Neill, be paid per diem and mileage 
from the beginning of the session to 
the time of the decision of the ques- 
tion. 

Rules suspended, and the resolu- 
tion adopted. 

CALENDAR. 


Ordinance to strike out sees. 15. 16 
and 17, art 4, and insert the follow- 
ing: 

The General Assembly shall have 
no power to deprive the judicial de- 
partinent of any power or jurisdiction 
which rightly pertains to it as a co- 
ordinate department of the govern— 
ment, but the General Assembly 
shall allot and distribute that por- 
tion of this power and jurisdiction 
which does not pertain to the Su- 
preme Court among the other courts 
prescribed in this Constitution, or 
Which may be established Ly law, in 
such manner as it may deem best, 
provide also a proper system of ap- 
peals, and regulate by law, when 
necessary, the methods of proceed- 
ing in the exercise of their powers, of 
ull the courts below the Supreme 
Court, so far as the same may be done 
without conflict with other provis- 
ions of this Constitution. 


Mr. Bennett called the previous 
question, which call was sustained by 
a yote of 49 to 46, and the ordinance 
then passed its second reading by a 
vete of 50 to 46. 

Messrs. Barringer, Bowman, Bux- 
ton, Justice aud King of Lenoir ex- 
plained their reasous for voting 
against the ordinance, 

On motion of Mr. French, the 
rules were suspended to consider the 
ordinance establishing a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Immigration 
and Statistics, under such regula- 
tions as may best promote the agri- 
cultural interests of the State, and 
shall anact laws for the adequate pro- 
tection and encouragement of sheep 
husbandry, the same to take the 
place of see. 17 art. 3, of the present 
Constitution, 

Mr. Turner objected to the manda- 
tory character of the ordinance pro- 
posed. 

Mr. French explained the objects 
sought to be obtained, that it was in- 
tended to benefit and protect the 
farming community, that the pro- 
position originated with the Grang- 
ers, and that such departments had 
worked well in other Southern States. 
He deemed that all efforts that had 
been made under the present law had 
proved failures, 

Mr. Turner moved to strike out 
„shall“ and insert may.“ Lost. 

The ordinance then passed its sec- 
ond and third readings almost un- 
animously. 

On motion of Mr. Turner, the rules 
were suspended, and the ordinance 
declaring that secret political societies 
are dangerous to the liberties of a free 
people and should not be tolerated, 
was considered and passed its second 
and third readings. 

Ordinance to strike out see. 38, art. 
Jof the Constitution, being a sub- 
stitute from the committee, was con- 
sidered. This ordinance deprives 
the magisteates of all jurisdiction 
now granted them, and allows the 
General Assembly to define their 


jurisdiction. 


Mr. Bowman, rep., opposed the 
ordinance. The Workings of the 
Magistrates in his section of the 
country, bad always proved acecept- 
able, and he could see no good 
reason to take away from the Justi- 
ces the jurisdiction now granted them 
He was unwilling to place this power 
in the hands of the General Assem- 
bly. 

Mr. Jarvis, dem., explained the 
necessity of placing in the hands of 
the Legislature the power to arrange 
the jurisdiction of the Justices of 
the Peace, as occasion might at any 
time require a change, and not make 
it necessary to go to the expense of 
changing the Constitution when any 
change in this jurisdiction may be 
needed. 

Mr. Barringer favored the ordin- 
ance to strike out. He had always 
favored tbe county court system. The 
present system worked injury to all 
classes, and cheap courts should be 
established. Yet he thought no 
Legislature would ever do this, and 
hence that body should have the 

werto say where the jurisdiction 
of Magistrates should commence and 


| end. 


Mr. Bennett moved the previous 
question, which call was sustained 
by a vote of 50 to 48, 

The substitute was adopted bya 
vote of 51 to 47. 

Messrs. Albertson, Badger and 
Blocker explained their votes. 

Pending farther consideration, the 
special order was announced. 


SPECIAL ORDER, 


Ordinance to amend sec. 6 art. 1, 
relating to the public debt of the 
State. 

Mr. Turner submitted a substitute 
from the Committee on Bill of Rights, 
providing that the State shall never 
pay or assume any debt incurred 
since the Ist day of January, 1868, 
and prior to the Ist day of January, 
1875, in aid of any railroad corpora- 
tion under any ordinance, resolution 
or act by any Convention or General 
Assembly, and the General Assembly 
shall notin any measure recognize 
said debt. 

Mr. Durham submitted a substitute, 
being the same as submitted Satur- 
day trom the Committee on Public 
Debt, except that part which provi- 
ded that no interest which has ac- 
crued or may hereafter accrue upon 
any bonds of the State shall ever be 
paid. 

Mr. Jarvis moved an amendment 
striking out that portion which gives 
the General Assembly the power to 
levy a tax to pay any part of the spe- 
cial tax bonds. 

Mr. Jarvis sustained at some length 
his amendment. He considered the 
old debt of the State sacredly binding 
upon the State, but he did not think 
one cent should ever be paid upo 1 the 
special tax bonds. In saying that 
these bonds were born in corruption 
he did not wish to reflect individually 
upon the members of the Legislature 
of 1868, as he recognised as members 
of that body, who voted for many of 
these measures, gentlemen above any 
of the corrupting influences then 
brought to bear upon all legislation ; 
but itwasan indisputable fact that the 
entire control of that Legislature was 
in the hands of Milton S, Littlefield. 
At the time these bonds were issued 
and placed upon the market it was 
known throughout this country that 
North Carolina was not able to pay 
her old debt, and that parties who 
bought them did so knowing this to 
be the case. As the matter stood at 
present, any General Assembly had 
the power to repeal the law adopted 
in 1869-'70, which prevented the as- 
sessment of any taxes to pay the 
interest upon the debt of North Caro- 
lina, and he wished to take this 
power from the General Assembly. 

Mr. Young moved to lay the whole 
matter upon the table. Lost. 

A motion to adjourn, by Mr. Me- 
Cabe, was lost. 

Mr. Youug called the previous 
question, Which call was sustained. 

The question recurred on Mr. Jar- 
vis amendment to strike out the 
words ‘‘of more than five per cent.“ 
in relation to the special tax bonds, 
which was adopted. 


Mr. Turner offered an amendment 
to strike out the words “‘in aid of any 
railroad corporation.“ Lost. 

Mr. French’s amendment to appoint 
a Board of Arbitration was lost. 

The substitute from the Committee 
on Bill of Rights, submitted by Mr. 
Turner, as amended, was lost by a 
vote of 47 to 40. 

The Convention adjourned at 5 
o'clock p. m. 

|The lateness of the hour at which 
the Convention adjourned prevented 
our giving a fuller account of the 
proceedings relating to the public 
debt. - REPORTER.

AN IMPORTANT OR DIN ANCE.— The 
Convention yesterday considered on 
its second reading an ordinance pro- 
posing te strike out sec, 33, art. 4 of 
the Constitution, which would de- 
pri ve Justices ofthe Peace of all ju- 
risdiction now granted them, and 
give to the Legislature the power of 
establishing it. The final vote upon 
the measure was prevented by a 
special order, but it will undoubtedly
